1. ORIGINAL    BODY. 

The  original  Self-governed  Student  Body  of  the 
Baptist  University  for  Women  shall  consist  of 
students  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes, 
elected  by  a  committee  from  the   Faculty. 

The  four  College  Classes  shall  elect  a  Student 
Committee — three  Seniors  and  two  Juniors — to 
co-operate  with  the  Faculty  in  drawing  up  the 
By-Laws. 

2. OBJECTS. 

The  object  of  this  Self-governed  Body  shall  be:' 

1.  To  create  and  maintain  a  standard  of  con- 
duct and  scholarship  in  the  University  in  keep- 
ing with  its  lofty  purpose  and  Christian  ideals; 
and  by  practice — ^by  the  personal  influence  of  its 
members — and  by  its  system  of  government,  up- 
hold the  College  Regailations,  and  create  a  refin- 
ing and  inspiring  influence  in  the  College  Home. 

2.  To  do  all  in  its  power  to  direct,  encourage 
and  inspire  every  student  in  the  College,  so  that 
she  may  have  help  and  sympathy  in  her  efforts 
to  grow  in  character,  to  become  a  worthy  and 
helpful  member  of  the  body,  an  honor  to  the  in- 
stitution and  a  power  for  good  in  the  world. 

3. NAME.

4.  At  the  very  earliest  opportunity  after  the 
opening  of  the  College  in  the  fall,  the  President 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  and  pre- 

ent  to   the   members   the   plans   for   the  year   as 
outlined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

7. MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  All  students  upon  registration  at  the  Uni- 
versity wall  be  considered  members  of  the  Honor 
Division  of  the  Students'  Association. 

I.  All  students  of  the  University  seventeen 
years  of  age,  who  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty  Committee  and  who  have  made  a  passing 
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grade  in  all  their  studies,  may  after  the  first 
month  apply  for  membership  in  the  Self-governed 
Division  of  the  Association  one  month  from  the 
date  of  the  first  business  meeting  of  the  iVssocia- 
tion.  These  applications  must  be  written  with 
ink  according  to  the  form  printed  below,  and  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  one  week 
before  the  regular  business  meeting. 

3.  The  Association  shall  act  only  upon  those 
names  that  have  received  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee,  signed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  record  only  the  names 
of  those  applicants  who  have  conformed  to  the 
conditions   of   section   one  -  ( 1 )    of   this    article. 

5.  Form  of  AppUcation. — I  hereby  affirm  that 
I  have  read  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Students'  Association,  and  I  desire  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Self-governed  Division  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Association.

14.  Failure  to  A^ote  on  the  names  presented 
before  the  Association  for  membership  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  excluding  a  member, 

8. DUTIES    OF    OFFICEKS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  to 
appoint  any  call  meetings  she  may  consider  neces- 
sary, and  to  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  these  articles.

10. QUORUM.

14. BY-LAV7S    AND    COLLEGE    EEGULATIONS. 

All  members  of  the  Association  shall  observe 
and  co-operate  in  enforcing  the  rules  of  the  Col- 
lege  and   the   Association. 

1.  At  the  discretion  of  the  President  students 
may  be  allowed  to  go  home  before  the  holidays 
begin,  but  in  such  cases  students  can  not  require 
that  they  be  allowed  to  make  up  their  recitations.

9.  With  the  written  permission  of  parent  or

:hough  the  management  can  not  be  responsible 
:'or  students  so  visiting,  yet  they  will  be  required 
:o  conform  to  the  regulation  under  section  13, 
mb-head  3.  The  management,  at  their  discretion 
ind  for  sufficient  reasons,  reserves  the  right  to 
ieny  this  privilege  to  any  student. 

10.  Students  may  go  shopping  once  a  week,  on 
Monday,  in  such  places  as  are  approved  by  the 
President.

11.  No  student  will  entertain  guests  in  her 
■oom  under  any  circumstances.  All  visitors,  in-

neet  friends  without  permission  from  the  lady

12.  Under  all  ordinary  circumstances  students 
vill  receive  visits  from  their  friends  on  Mondays 
inly,  between  the  hours  of  3:30  and  5 :  30.  Xo 
'isits  W'ill  be  received  without  written  permission 
rom  parent  or  guardian. 

13.  Students  will  not  visit  restaurants,  hotels 
ir  places  of  amusements  without  permission  and 
.   chaperone. 

14.  All  express  and  packages  from  the  city 
nust  be  delivered  to  the  lady  Principal.  At  her 
iscretion  they  will  be  delivered  to  the  students. 

15.  Students  are  requested  not  to  have  boxes 
t  food  sent  them  except  at  Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
nas   and   Easter. 
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16.  Sitting  in  the  windows,  throwing  anything 
out  of  the  windows,  or  talking  to  those  outside, 
is  strictly  forbidden.  No  litter  of  any  kind  may 
be  thrown  from  the  windows  or  scattered  upon 
the  grounds. 

17.  The  telejDhone  is  not  to  be  used  by  the  stu- 
dents. Messages  must  be  written  and  handed  to 
the  lady  Principal  during  her  office  hours.  All 
long  distance  messages  must  be  paid  for  in  ad- 
vance. 

18.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  neat- 
ness and  order  of  their  rooms,  which  will  be  sub- 
ject to  frequent  inspection.  They  will  be  held 
responsible  and  will  pay  for  losS;,  breakage  and 
damage  in  which  they  are  instrumental.

All  waste  articles  must  be  put  in  the  waste  recep- 
tacle provided  on  each  hall. 

25.  Talking  above  a  whisper  when  assembled 
in  Chapel  is  forbidden. 

26.  Students  who  are  not  members  of  the  Stu- 
dents' Association  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty,  be  denied 
all   privileges. 

27.  Students  may  not  meet  friends  at  the 
station  unless  accompanied  by  a  chaperone.

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep 
a  strict  and  permanent  account  of  all  receipt-, 
and  expenditures,  to  present  a  report  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association,  and  to  perform 
any  other  duties  that  may  devolve  upon  her  as 
Treasurer   of   the   Association. 

g. — Committees. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. — a.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  members.  The 
President  of  the  Association  shall  act  as  Chair- 
man, the  Vice-President  as  first  member,  the 
Treasurer  as  second  member,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Association  as  Secretary  of  said  committee. 
The  remaining  three  members  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

2.  Duties  and  Powers. — a.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  meet  with  the  Faculty  Committee  on 
Student  Covernment  before  and  after  each  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Association,  at  such  time  as 
the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  from 
the  Faculty  shall  appoint. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Association  and 
to  consider  the  business  of  that  body. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  may,  by  the  vote 
of  any  five  of  its  members,  temporarily  suspend 
from  membership  any  member  or  members  giiilty 


of  flagrant  breach  of  the  rules.  Xotification  of 
the  suspension  of  any  such  member  must  be  mad" 
to  the  Lady  Principal,  and  the  vSecretary  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  same. 

d.  If  any  member  r  members  are  guilty  lor 
the  second  time  of  flagrant  breach  of  the  rules, 
the  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Associa- 
tion that  said  member  be  expelled  from  the  Asso- 
ciation. In  case  the  recommendation  is  sustained 
bv  the  Association,  notification  of  such  suspension 
Siiall  be  sent  to  the  Faculty  Committee. 

3.  Social  Committee. — The  President  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  appoint  three  members  from  each 
dormitory,  and  one  member  from  each  of  the 
cottages  who  shall  constitute  a  social  committee 
to  provide  for  the  social  entertainment  of  the 
students. 

ID. — Quorum. 

1.  One-third  of  the  members  of  the  Self-gov- 
erned Division  of  the  Association  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  businesss. 

2.  TAvo-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  vSelf-gov- 
?rned  Division  of  the  Association  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  or 
for  any  meeting  in  which  an  amendment  is  voted 
upon. 

II. — Rules  of  Order. 

The  rules  contained  in  Eoberts"  Rules  of  Order 
hall  govern  the  Association  in  all  business  meet- 
ings. 

12. — Amendments. 

a.  The  Constitution  or  By-Laws  may  be 
rmended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
Dresent  at  any  regular  meeting. 

b.  Xotice  that  the  amendment  is  to  be  voted 
ipon  must  be  made  a  week  previous  to  such 
ueetinw. 


13- — Privileges. 

To  the  members  of  the  Honor  Division  the 
Faculty  has  granted  the  following  privileges,  viz. : 

1.  Walking  in  groups   of  four. 

2.  Shopping  once  a  week  in  groups  of  two  on 
Monday. 

3.  Visiting  from  Saturday  to  Monday  in  the 
homes  of  near  relatives  once  a  month;  and  in  the 
homes  of  other  friends  twice  a  term.  Xo  student 
may  reiuain  away  from  the  College  over  night 
oftener  than  once  a  month. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  above  named  visits,  call- 
ing on  Monday  once  a  month. 

When  visiting 'or  calling,  students  may  "appear 
on  the  streets  or  in  public  gatherings  only  with 
chaperons  approved  by  the  Lady  Principal.  In 
all  cases  written  permission  must  be  had  from 
parents  or  guardians,  and  tho^e  permissions  must 
be  mailed  directly  to  the  President  or  the  Lady 
Principal.     Othervrise,  they  will  not  be  considered. 

To  the  Self-governed  students  the  following  ad- 
ditional privileges  have  been  granted: 

1.  Walking  in  groups  of  two. 

2.  Giving,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lady 
Principal,  two  receptions  a  year  in  companies  of 
not  less,  than  six  students. 

3.  Studying  in  places  of  their  own  selection, 
save  in  living  rooms  other  than  their  own. 

14. — By-Laws  and  College  Regulations. 

All  members  of  the  Association  shall  observe 
and  co-operate  in  enforcing  the  rules  of  the  Col- 
lege   and   the   Association. 

1.  At  the  discretion  of  the  President,  students 
may  be  allowed  to  go  home  before  the  holidays 
begin,  but  in  such  cases  students  can  not  require 
that  they  be  allowed  to  make  up  their  recitations. 

2.  Students  will  not  leave  the  University 
grounds  without  notifying  the  Lady  Principal. 
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3.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday 
School  and  ehurcli  85  per  cent  of  the  time  on  Sun- 
day morning-s.  Any  student  who  is  in  the  Infirm- 
ary more  than  15  per  c?nt  of  the  time  will  be 
excused  for  those  extra  times. 

4.  Students  will  not  sit  or  visit  in  the  Infirm- 
ary without  permission  from  physician  or  nurse. 

5.  Students  are  requested  not  to  walk  in  East 
Raleigh,  on  Fayetteyille  and  Hillsboro  streets,  or 
in  the  near  yicinity  of  the  railroad  shops  or  the 
depot. 

G.  The  rising  bell  will  ring  at  6:45  a.  m.;  the 
retiring  bell  at  10:15  p.  m.  At  the  ringing  of 
the  retiring  bell  all  lights  will  be  extinguished. 
Students  will  retire  and  the  house  be  quiet  till 
the  rising  bell.  Xo  extra  time  will  be  allowed 
after  10:15. 

Quiet  will  be  preserved  during  devotional  meet- 
ings held  in  the  chapel,  during  study  hours,  and 
also  during  Silent  hours  from  2  to  4:30  Sunday 
afternoons. 

7.  From  3  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  and  from  7:30  p. 
m.  to  9:45  p.  m.  will  be  observed  as  study  hours^ 
except  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening,  and 
Monday  until  7:30  p.  m. 

S.  Students  will  not  stand,  talk,  study,  or 
loiter  in  the  corridors  or  halls  during  recitation 
hours  or  study  hours.  Students  may  study  in 
me  Chapel  or  the  Library,  or  in  their  rooms. 
Quiet  must  be  preserved  wnen  changing  classes. 

9.  With  the  written  permission  of  parent  or 
guardian,  students  will  be  permitted  to  make 
visits  outside  the  University  twice  a  month.  Al- 
though the  management  can  not  be  responsible 
for  students  so  visiting,  yet  they  will  be  required 
to  conform  to  the  regulation  under  section  13, 
sub-head  4.  The  management,  at  their  discretion 
and  for  sufficient  reasons,  reserves  the  right  to 
der-^  this  privilege  to  any  student. 

10.  Students  may  go  shopping  once  a  week,  on 
Monday,   in    such    places    as   are   approved   by   the 
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President.     Students  will  not  go  to  the  post-office 
without  permission. 

11.  Xo  student  loill  entertain  guests  in  her 
room  under  any  circumstances.  All  visitors,  in- 
eluding  day  pupils,  will  be  entertained  in  tho 
parlors.  No  young  lady  will  go  to  the  parlors  to 
meet  friends  wi.uout  permission  from  the  Lady 
Principal. 

12.  Under  all  ordinary  circumstances  students 
will  receive  visits  from  their  friends  on  Mondays 
only,  between  the  hours  of  3:30  and  5:30.  No 
visits  will  be  received  without  written  permissioii 
from  parent  or  guardian. 

13.  Students  will  not  visit  restaurants,  hotels 
or  places  of  amusements  without  permission  and 
a  chaperon. 

14.  All  express  and  packages  from  the  city 
must  be  delivered  to  the  Lady  Principal.  At  her 
discretion  they  will  be  delivered  to  the  students. 

15.  Students  are  requested  not  to  have  boxes 
of  food  sent  them  except  at  Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
mas and  Easter. 

16.  Sitting  in  the  Vvindows,  throwing  anything 
out  of  the  windows,  or  talking  to  those  outside, 
is  strictly  forbidden.  No  litter  of  any  kind  ma;f 
be  thrown  from  the  windows  or  scattered  upon 
the  grounds. 

17.  'The  telephone  is  not  to  be  used  by  the  stu- 
dents. Messages  must  be  written  and  handed  to 
the  Lady  Principal  during  her  office  hours.  All 
long  distance  messages  must  be  paid  for  in  ad- 
vance. 

18.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  neat- 
ness and  order  of  their  rooms,  which  will  be  sub- 
ject to  frequent  inspection.  They  will  be  held 
responsible  and  will  pay  for  lo'ss,  breakage  and 
dfimage  in  which  they  are  instrumental.  All  such 
injuries  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Matron. 


19.  Am-  student  louiui  eoimuunieatiiig  by  woi-l 
or  sign,  beyond  simple  recognition,  from  any  paic 
of  the  buildings  or  gi'ounds,  or  eise>vliere,  oi 
making  clandestine  engagements  Avith  any  man, 
^^'ill  be  publicly  reprimanded,  suspended  or  ex 
pelled,  at  the  cli  cretion  of  the  Faculty. 

•10.  Students  must  not  visit  the  dining-room  or 
kitchen  for  any  purpose  Avhatever.  Food  or  table 
furnishings  of  any  kind  must  not  be  taken  from 
the  tables  without  permission  from  the  House- 
keeper. 

■21.  Students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  places 
in  Chapel  and  at  meals  three  minutes  after  tho 
bell  rings.  Each  unexcused  absence  or  tardiness 
from  any  college  duty — class  work  excepted — 
will  count  three  off  of  deportment.  Any  student- 
falling  below  grade  in  this  res^iect  v,  ill  be  rb 
moved  or  debarred  from  membership  in  the  Stu- 
dents" Association. 

22.  All  shades  and  blinds  must  be  closed  upon 
lighting  the  rooms  at  nioht. 

23.  Laundry  must  be  paid  for  not  l?ter  than 
Tuesday  morning.  Envelope  containing  the 
money  and  amount  plainly  written  on  the  outside 
should  be  placed  in  the  box  for  that  purpose 
before   chapel. 

24.  Xo  paper,  hair-combings,  fruit  peelmgs  or 
litter  of  any  kind  may  be  put  in  the  slop  jars. 
All  waste  articles  must  be  put  in  the  waste  re- 
ceptacle i^rovided  on  each  hall. 

2.5.  Talking  when  assembled  in  Chapel  i^^  for- 
bidden. 

26.  Students  who  are  not  members  of  the  Stu- 
dents' Association  may,  ot  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty,  be  denied 
all  privileges. 

27.  Students  may  not  meet  friends  at  the  sta- 
tion unless  accompanied  by  a  chaperon. 
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CONSTITUTION 


AETICLE  I. 

XAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Student 
G^overnment  Association  of  the  Baptist  University 
tor  Women. 

ARTICLE    II. 

OBJECT. 

Tlie  object  of  this  Association  shall  l>e  the  gov- 
nnment  of  the  student  body. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

a.  All  students  who  are  seventeen  years  of 
ige  shall,  upon  registration  at  the  University,  be- 

ome   members   of   the   Student  Government  Asso- 
:-iation. 

b.  All  students  Avho  are  not  seventeen  years  of 
ige  shall,  upon  registration  at  the  University,  be- 
come associate  members  of  the  Student  Govern- 
uent  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS THEIR   ELECTION    AXD    DUTIES. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secre- 
;ary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  a.  The  President  and  Vice -Pre  si- 
lent shall  be  chosen  from  the  incoming  Senior  and 
Funior  classes,  respectively. 

b.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
:he  annual  meeting  held  the  first  Monday  in 
Vlarch. 

c.  The  officers  shall  enter  upon  their  duties 
our  weeks  from  date  of  election. 
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Section  3.  a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint 
any  call  meetings  she  may  consider  necessary',  and 
to  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for  in  these  articles. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  Vice-President  shUl  be 
the  same  as  those  of  the  President,  should  the 
President  at  any  time  be  unable  to  perform  her 
duties. 

c.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
record  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
post  all  official  notices,  to  submit  to  the  Lady 
Principal  the  lists  of  members  and  associate  mem- 
bers, officers,  committees  and  other  bodies  appoint- 
ed by  the  Association. 

d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
keep  a  strict  and  permanent  account  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  to  collect  fines,  to  pre- 
sent a  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  to  perform  other  duties  that  may 
devolve  upon  her  as  Treasurer  of  the  xlssociation. 

ARTICLE    V. 

EXECUTIVE   DEPARTMENT. 

Section  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  the 
House  Presidents. 

Section  2.  a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  meet  at  least  once  a  month,  to 
enforce  the  rules  of  the  Association,  and  to  con- 
sider business  of  that  body. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  arrange  for  the  election  of  the  House 
Presidents,  to  divide  the  corridors  into  districts, 
and  to  determine  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  proc- 
tors. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  may,  at  its  discre- 
tion, summon  before  it  and  reprimand  any  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  Association.  The  commit- 
tee shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  privileges  and 


to  impose  penalties.  These,  however,  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Advisory  Committee  before  being  put 
into  eflect.  The  penalties  of  public  reprimand,  de- 
merits, suspension  and  expulsion  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  or  a  committee 
representing  the  Faculty. 

Section  3.  a.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  Lady  Principal  and  two  members  of 
the  Faculty. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall 
be  to  receive  reports  from  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  to  confer  vdth  that  conunittee  whenever 
occasion  may  demand. 

Section  4.  The  President  and  two  students  ap- 
pointed by  her  shall  be  a  Xominating  Committee 
to  nominate  otncers  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  ^Meetings  of  the  Association  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President  on  her 
Dwn  motion,  and  must  be  called  by  her  on  the 
written  request  of  ten  members. 

Section  2.  a.  A  meeting  shall  be  held  as  soon 
possible  after  the  beginning  of  the  college  year, 
It  which  time  the  Constitution,  By-laws  and  Reg- 
ilations  shall  be  read   and  explained. 

b.  A  meeting  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  March  for  the  election  of  officers. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

JUDICIAL    DEPARTA.IEXT. 

Section  i.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Associa- 
ion  shall  be  vested  in — 

a.  The  Association,  which  shall  constitute  a 
dgher  court  and  which  shall  be  a  Court  of  Appeal 
'rom  the  decisions  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  The  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  con- 
titute  the  lower  court  and  from  which  alone  an 
.ppeal  to  the  whole  Association  may  be  made. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i.  a.  One-third  of  the  members  of 
the  Association  shall  constitute  a  quorimi  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business. 

b.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  annual 
meeting  in  March,  for  any  meeting  in  which  an 
amendment  is  voted  on,  and  when  the  Association 
is  acting  in  its  judicial  capacity. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  An  amendment  may  be  proposed  hy 
the  Faculty  or  by  any  fifteen  members  of  the 
Association,  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
posted  at  least  one  week  before  it  is  presented  to 
the  Association,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Faculty  of  the  college  before  its  adoption. 


BY-LAWS 

I. 

The  rules  contained  in  Roberts"  Rules  of  Order 
f^hall  govern  the  Association  in  all  business  meet- 
ings. 

II. 

a.  A  voluntary  contribution  of  twenty-five  cents 
shall  be  requested  annually  of  each  member. 

b.  A  fine  of  ten  cents  shall  be  imposed  upon  any 
member  of  the  Association  who  is  absent  from 
a  special  meeting  without  an  excuse  acceptable  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

III. 

Except  in  cases  of  special  emergency,  notice  of 
any  proposed  meeting  shall  be  posted  at  least 
three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meetino-. 

IV. 

a.  Xominations  for  officers  shall  be  posted  at 
least  three  days  before  election. 

b.  A  pluralitj^  of  votes  cast  shall  elect  all 
officers  of  the  Association. 

Y. 

a.  Each  college  dormitory  shall  be  divided 
into  districts,  each  of  which  shall  have  a  proctor. 
There  shall  be  a  House  President  for  each  house. 

b.  The  House  President,  together  with  the 
proctors  of  that  house,  shall  form  a  House  Coun- 
cil, whose  duties  shall  be  to  enforce  all  rules  of 
the  Association  pertaining  to  the  government  of 
the   house. 

c.  The  House  Council  shall  have  power  to 
enforce  such  penalties  for  the  infringement  of 
house  rules  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  tho 
Executive  Committee.     The  House  Council,  at  ' 


liscietion,    may    relegate    its    judicial    powers    to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  House  Council  shall  require  each  stu- 
ient  in  her  house  to  sign  the  following  statement 
\vithin  two  weeks  after  the  fall  opening:  'T  have 
lead  the  Constitution,  By-laws  and  College  Regu- 
lations of  the  Student  Government  Association.  I 
promise  to  ob:-erve  the  same  and  endeavor  to  be  a 
•onsistent  member  of  the  Association." 

The  House  Presidents  shall  keep  these  signed 
^statements  on  file.  When  any  associate  member 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen  j^ears,  she 
■^hall  become  a  regular  member  of  the  Association 
Lipon  notifying  her  House  President. 

f.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  proctor  to 
inform  the  members  of  her  district  of  such  matters 
IS  the  Association,  the  Executive  Committee  and 
the  House  Council  shall  communicate.

These,  however, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Advisory  Committee  be- 
fore being  put  into  effect.  The  penalties  of  pub- 
ic reprimand,  demerits,  suspension  and  expulsion 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty  or 
a  committee  representing  the  faculty. 

Section  3.  («)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  Lady  Principal  and  two  members 
of  the  faculty. 

(&)  The  duties  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
shall  be  to  receive  reports  from  the  Executive 
Committee  and  to  confer  with  that  committee 
whenever  occasion  may  demand. 

Section  4.  The  President  and  two  students 
appointed  by  her  shall  be  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee to  nominate  officers  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  Meetings  of  the  Association  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President  on  her  own 
motion,  and  must  be  called  by  her  on  the  writ- 
ten request  of  ten  members. 

Section  2.  (a)  A  meeting  shall  be  held  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  beginning  of  the  col- 
lege year,  at  which  time  the  Constitution.  By- 
laws, and  Regulations  shall  be  read  and  ex- 
plained. 

Cb)  A  meeting  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  March  for  the  election  of  officers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

JUDICIAL    department. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Associa- 
:ion  shall  be  vested  in — 

(a)  The  Association,  which  shall  constitute  a 
ligher  court  and  which  shall  be  a  Court  of  Ap- 
3eal  from  the  decisions  of  the  Executive  Com- 
nittee. 
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(1))  The  Executive  Committee,  whicli  sliall 
constitute  the  lower  court,  and  from  which  alone 
an  appeal  to  the  whole  Association  may  be  made. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUOEUM. 

Section  1.  («)  One-third  of  the  members  of 
the  Association  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business. 

( 1) )  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  annual 
meeting  in  March,  for  any  meeting  in  which  an 
amendment  is  voted  on,  and  when  the  Associa- 
tion is  acting  in  its  judicial  capacity.     " 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  An  amendment  may  be  proposed  by 
the  faculty,  by  the  Student  Executive  Committee, 
or  by  any  fifteen  members  of  the  Association. 
The  proposed  amendment  shall  be  posted  at  least 
one  week  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  approved  by  the  faculty  of 
the  college  before  its  adoption. 


BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  rules  contained  in  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order 
shall  govern  the  Association  in  all  business  meet- 
ings. 

II. 

(a)  A  voluntary  contribution  of  twenty-five 
ents  shall  be  requested  annually  of  each  mem- 
oer. 

( 5 )  A  fine  of  ten  cents  shall  be  imposed  upon 
any  member  of  the  Association  who  is  absent 
from  a  special  meeting  without  an  excuse  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Executive  Committee. 

III. 

Except  in  cases  of  special  emergency,  notice  of 
any  proposed  meeting  shall  be  posted  at  least 
hree  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
neeting. 

lY. 

(ft)  Nominations  for  officers  shall  be  posted 
at  least  three  days  before  election. 

(6)  A  plurality  of  votes  cast  shall  elect  all 
)fficers  of  the  Association. 


(ft)  Each  college  dormitory  shall  be  divided 
nto  districts,  each  of  which  shall  have  a  proc- 
:or.  There  shall  be  a  House  President  for  each 
louse. 

(&)  The  House  President  together  with  the 
Droctors  of  that  house,  shall  form  a  House 
Council,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  enforce  all 
•ules  of  the  Association  pertaining  to  the  gov- 
rnment  of  the  house. 


(c)  The  House  Council  shall  have  po^Ye^  to 
enforce  such  penalties  for  the  infringement  of 
house  rules  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  House  Council,  at 
its  discretion,  may  delegate  its  judicial  powers 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

(cl)  The  House  Council  shall  require  each  stu- 
dent in  her  house  to  sign  the  following  state- 
ment within  two  weeks  after  the  fall  opening : 
"I  have  read  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  Col- 
lege Regulations  of  the  Student  Government 
Association.  I  promise  to  observe  the  same  and 
endeavor  to  be  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Association." 

The  House  Presidents  shall  keep  these  signed 
statements  on  file.  When  any  associate  mem- 
ber shall  have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen 
years,  she  shall  become  a  regular  member  of  the 
Association  upon  notifying  her  House  President. 

(e)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  proctor  to 
inform  the  members  of  her  district  of  such  mat- 
ters as  the  Association,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  the  House  Council  shall  communicate. 
Each  proctor  shall  be  responsible  for  disorder 
in  her  district,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
House  President.  She  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  subproctors  in  her  district. 

(/)  There  shall  be  regular  meetings  of  the 
House  Council  at  least  once  a  month. 

(g)  The  House  Presidents  shall  be  elected 
when  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  is 
held,  or  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter. 
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COLLEGE  REGULATIONS. 


1.  Students  \yill  not  leave  the  college  grounds 
without  notifying  the  L.adj  Principal. 

2.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday- 
school  and  church  S5  per  cent  of  the  time  on 
Sunday  mornings.  Any  student  who  is  in  the 
Infirmary  more  than  1.5  per  cent  of  the  time  will 
be  excused  for  those  extra  times. 

3.  With  the  written  permission  of  parent  or 
guardian,  students  may  spend  the  week-end  in 
or  out  of  Raleigh  in  the  homes  of  near  relatives 
once  a  month ;  they  may  make  such  visits  to 
friends  in  town  twice  a  semester  and  out  of 
town  once  a  semester,  or  vice  versa. 

Members  of  college  classes  may  make  calls 
any  Monday  afternoon,  and  academy  students 
twice  a  month  on  Monday. 

When  visiting  out  of  the  city,  students  may 
leave  the  college  Saturday  when  work  is  fin- 
ished, and  must  be  at  the  college  for  work 
Tuesday  morning,  except  when  railroad  connec- 
tions make  it  necessary  to  do  otherwise. 

When  visiting  or  calling  in  the  city,  students 
may  appear  on  the  streets  or  in  public  gather- 
ings only  with  chaperons  approved  by  the  Lady 
Principal. 

No  student  may  remain  away  from  the  college 
overnight  oftener  than  once  a  month. 

4.  In  all  cases,  permission  from  parents  or 
guardians  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Presi- 
dent or  the  Lady  Principal.  Otherwise,  they 
will  not  be  considered. 

5.  Quiet  will  be  preserved  during  the  follow- 
ing hours : 

On  Sunday  from  2  p.  m.  to  4  :30  p.  m.  and  dur- 
ing devotional  meetings  in  the  chapel. 


On  Monday  from  7  :30  p.  m.  to  9  :45  p.  m. 

On  Saturday  from  8 :35  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. ;  from  .|i 
1 :30  p.  m.  to  2  :30  p.  m. 

On  other  days,  from  8 :  35  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. ; 
from  1 :30  p.  m.  to  2  :30  p.  m. ;  from  7  :30  p.  m. 
to  9  :45  p.  m. 

6.  The  rising  bell  will  ring  at  6  :45  a.  m. ;  the 
retiring  bell  at  10  :15  p.  m.  At  the  ringing  of 
the  retiring  bell  all  lights  will  be  extinguished, 
students  will  retire  and  the  house  be  quiet  until 
the  rising  bell.  No  extra  time  will  be  allowed 
after  10  :15. 

7.  Students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  places 
in  chapel  and  at  meals  three  minutes  after  the 
bell  rings.  Each  unexcused  absence  or  tardiness 
from  any  college  duty — class  work  excepted — • 
will  count  three  off  of  deportment.  Any  student 
falling  below  grade  in  this  respect  during  any 
quarter  will  be  debarred  from  exercising  the 
privileges  of  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion. 

S.  Students  will  report,  within  three  days,  to 
the  Principal  to  be  excused  for  any  absence  or 
tardiness ;  otherwise,  these  will  go  on  the  college 
record  as  unexcused  delinquencies. 

9.  ISlo  student  will  entertain  guests  in  her  i 
room,  under  any  circumstances.  All  visitors,  in-  j 
eluding  day  pupils,  will  be  entertained  in  the  i 
parlors.  No  young  lady  will  go  to  the  parlors  ; 
to  meet  friends  without  permission  from  the  ? 
Lady  Principal.  ! 

10.  Under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  students 
will  receive  visits  from  their  friends  on  Mondays 
only,  between  the  hours  of  3  :30  and  5  :30.     No  \ 
visits  will  be  received  without  written  permis-  } 
sion  from  parent  or  guardian.  I 

11.  Laundry  must  be  paid  for  not  later  than  ll 
Tuesday     morning.     Envelope     containing     the 
money  and  amount  plainly  written  on  the  out- 
side should  be  placed  in  the  box  for  that  pur- 
pose before  chapel. 

12.  The  telephone  is  not  to  be  used  by  the  stu- 
dents.    Permission  to  send  messages  may  be  ob- 
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aiued  from  the  Lady  Principal  during  her  office 
lOurs.  Long-distance  messages  must  be  paid  for 
Q 'advance. 

13.  Students  will  not  stand,  talk,  study  or 
oiter  in  the  corridors  or  halls  during  recitation 
lOurs  or  study  hours.  Talking  when  assembled 
Q  chapel  is  forbidden. 

14.  All  shades  and  blinds  must  be  closed  upon 
ighting  the  rooms  at  night.  Students  may  not 
it  in  windows. 

15.  Students  are  requested  not  to  walk  in 
]ast  Raleigh,  on  Fayetteville  and  Hillsboro 
treets,  in  Capitol  Sciuare,  in  or  near  the  vicinity 
f  the  railroad  shops  or  the  depot.  Students 
rill  not  visit  restaurants,  hotels,  railroad  sta- 
ions.  post-office  or  places  of  amusement  without 
ermission  and  a  chaperon. 

16.  Xo  paper,  hair  combings,  fruit  peelings,  or 
itter  of  any  kind  may  be  thrown  out  of  windows, 
ut  in  slop  jars,  swept  into  the  corridors,  or 
cattered  on  the  lawn.  All  waste  articles  must 
e  put  in  the  waste  receptacles  provided  on  each 
orridor. 

17.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  neat- 
ess  and  order  of  their  rooms,  which  will  be  sub- 
ect  to  frequent  inspection.  They  will  be  held 
esponsible  and  will  pay  for  loss,  breakage,  and 
amage  in  which  they  are  instrumental.  All 
uch  injuries  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
latron.  No  furniture  may  be  moved  from  any 
lace  without  her  permission. 

IS.  Students  must  not  visit  the  dining-room  or 
itchen  for  any  purpose  whatever.  Food  or 
able  furnishings  of  any  kind  must  not  be  taken 
fom  the  tables  without  permission  from  the 
lousekeeper. 

19.  Students  will  not  sit  or  visit  in  the  In- 
rmary  without  permission  from  physician  or 
urse.  Xo  medicines  are  to  be  administered  ex- 
ept  by  the  advice  and  prescription  of  the  phy- 
ician,  as  much  harm  results  from  the  promiscu- 
us  taking  of  medicine  without  competent  advice. 
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20.  Students  may  go  shopping  on  Monday,  in 
groups  of  two,  in  such  places  as  are  approved  by 
the  President. 

21.  Students  may  not  study  in  living-rooms 
other  than  their  own  during  study  hours. 

22.  Students  may  walk  in  groups  of  two. 

23.  From  November  1st  students  will  be  re- 
quired to  wear  high  shoes  and  either  lined 
waists  or  undershirts  with  long  sleeves;  they 
must  also  wear  a  light-weight  wrap  when  leav-; 
ing  their  residence  buildings.  These  regulations 
will  continue  in  force  until  notice  of  discon- 
tinuance has  been  posted  by  the  Lady  Principal 
Overshoes  must  be  provided  for  rainy  days.     ' 

24.  Dancing  and  card  playing  will  not  be  per- 
mitted. In  regard  to  these  there  is  a  difference 
of  opinion,  but  all  will  agree  that  it  is  safe  to 
replace  them  by  other  recreations. 
,^  25.  Any  student  found  communicating  by  word 
or  sign,  beyond  simple  recognition,  from  any 
part  of  the  buildings  or  grounds,  or  elsewhere, 
or  making  clandestine  engagements  with  any 
man,  will  be  reprimanded,  demerited,  suspended 
or  expelled,  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty, 

26.  Students  who  are  guilty  of  continued  or 
flagrant  violations  of  these  rules  may  not  serv€ 
on  committees  or  act  as  ushers,  may  not  attencFf 
entertainments,  may  not  visit,  may  not  study  out 
of  their  rooms  during  study  hours,  and  may  not 
leave  the  college  grounds  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever without  special  permission  from  the  Lady 
Principal  and  without  chaperons  approved  by 
her. 

27.  Any  student  found  cheating  on  examina- 
tion toill  l)e  expelled  on  first  offense,  the  expul- 
sion to  Tje  permanent  or  temporary  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  faculty;  hut  in  no  case  shall  it  he 
for  a  period  of  less  than  tivelve  months.

(&)  All  students  who  are  not  seventeen  years 
f  age  shall,  upon  registration  at  Meredith,  be- 
ome  associate  members  of  the  Student  Govern- 
lent  Association. 

ARTICLE  ly. 

OFFICEES THEIE   ELECTIOX   AXD    DUTIES. 

Sectio:?^  1.    The    officers    of    the    Association 
hall  consist  6t  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a 
•ecretary  and  a  Treasurer. 
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Section  2.  (a)  The  President  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident sball  be  chosen  from  the  incoming  Senior 
and  Junior  classes,  respectively. 

(&)  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting  held  the  first  Monday  in 
March. 

(c)  The  officers  shall  enter  upon  their  duties 
four  weeks  from  date  of  election.

(&)  The  House  President,  together  with  the' 
proctors  of  that  house,  shall  form  a  House 
Council,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  enforce  all 
rules  of  the  Association  pertaining  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  house. 
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I 'I  Each  House  President  shall  require  every 
tiiileut  in  her  house,  within  two  weeks  after

COLLEGE   REGULATIONS.

33.  Any  student  found  cheating  on  examina- 
tion loill  t)e  expelled  on  first  offense,  the  exjjul- 
sion  to  he  permanent  or  temporary  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  faculty;  hut  in  no  case  shall  it  he 
for  a  period  of  less  than  twelve  months.
